PRESERVING 


PVAS manages four nature preserves in three counties. Now totaling 566 acres, preserved habitats 
provide critical protection for rare species and species of concern as well as places for hiking, education, 
and nature exploration. 


Beavers appeared at both Stauffer’s Marsh and Cool Spring Preserve in 2021! Once an 
extirpated species, having beavers return is a testament to the success of our conservation 
efforts. Partners from non-profits, state and federal agencies have been extremely 

helpful in our efforts to balance various rare species of plants and animals who call our 
preserves home. 





The WV Division of Natural Resources released 81 brook trout at Cool Spring. Children 
enrolled at Audubon Discovery Camp helped with the release. 





Community Science activities like the Christmas Bird Count (CBC) help track changes in 
nature over time. This year the CBC continued safely by utilizing quarantine groups. This 
was volunteer Bob Dean's 35th year compiling the data of our annual CBC! Birdathon and 
the C&O Canal Count also contributed data for scientific use. 


The Monarch Alliance and PVAS held several Monarch tagging events throughout the 
service area for children and adults. 





Steps were taken toward establishing a Climate Change Hub at Cool Spring Preserve. 
Stream temperature, weather, and other data are being collected in partnership with 
USGS, West Virginia State University, and other agencies to track impacts of climate 
change on sensitive ecosystems like our marl marsh. 





We continue to partner with the WV Division of Natural Resources, The Nature 
Conservancy, USDA, and the WV Land Trust to monitor all four of our nature preserves to 
guide conservation and stewardship efforts. 
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RESTORING 


Efforts towards habitat restoration continued in 2021: 
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Chimney Swifts are using the tower PV/AS had constructed on Shepherd University’s campus! This fall, a 
handful of swifts used the tower nearly every night - the first step for swifts to establish a long-term roost. 
Volunteers monitored the tower nearly every night trom early August until the swifts had migrated away in 
October. 30 people attended our educational “Swift Night Out” to learn about Chimney Swifts and then 
enjoyed “swift sundaes” at Rock Hill Creamery to celebrate. 


Volunteers continue to be critical to habitat restoration af the four preserves we manage. 60 Weed Warriors 
are now trained so they can work independently on invasive removal and other projects. In addition, 30 
formal volunteer workdays were held in 2021. 


To protect Stauffer’s Marsh, 24 evergreens were planted to screen and buffer the marsh from the road. This 
was made possible through the Carla Hardy Communi Tree program. The grant for the trees was written by 
our AmeriCorps Volunteers, Abby and Emily. 


A Monarch Waystation demonstration garden was established at Cool Spring Preserve in September. 
Designed by horticulturalist James Dillon and sponsored by The Monarch Alliance, 380 native plants and 
cultivars were planted by volunteers. 


Promoting backyard pollinator gardens has never been so critical. In partnership with Sunny Meadows 
Garden Center, this year’s Native Plant Sale helped get 5000 beneficial plants into the hands of property 
owners. In addition, three new waystations will be established at public gardens through The Monarch 
Alliance's grant program, funded by the plant sale. 
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ENJOYING 


We are so grateful that enjoying the natural world was the safest and healthiest thing people could 
possibly do during the pandemic. This year PVAS provided ample and diverse outdoor opportunities 
for community members: 


The Nature Playspace at Cool Spring is used EVERY DAY! Other groups have come to see it as a model for similar Playspaces at their 
own sites. And the back hill turned into a popular sledding run last winter. 


“This Race is for the Birds!” was held in-person again, but with staggered times for runner safety and a virtual option as well. 
Participants from |2 different states participated this year, and 122 people enjoyed the beautiful trails at Broomgrass Community and 
an additional 55 runners and walkers participated virtually. 


Bird walks and field trips continued through the year with limited numbers for safety. From Nature Journaling to Wellness Walks to 
Pollinator Garden Tours, these activities provided safe enjoyment and enrichment for 650 people. 





A self-guided nature journaling station was created at the gazebo for people to share their observations, inspirations and drawings 
with other visitors. And outdoor summer concerts returned to Cool Spring in the summer. 





Since an in-person event was not possible this year, our spring fundraiser turned into “A Virtual Walk in Woods with Wine.” Staff 
provided virtual tours of each preserve for participants to enjoy while sipping wine donated by Reid’s Distributor and munching on 
goodies provided by PVAS volunteers. 


For those who couldn't participate in outdoor events, Master Naturalists created a Trivia Night called “Kingfisher Kahoot” which is an 
on-line platform for such activities. 
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EDUCATING 


We were able to offer more in-person programs this year than last, but the virtual programs have also continued. Thankfully, after nearly a 
year of virtual teaching and meeting under our belts, it’s much easier! 


The 2020 Master Naturalist Cohort finished after a year’s delay thanks to a hybrid approach allowed the program to proceed with 
important outdoor tield work provided in-person but Zooming the lecture components. 


As PVAS tries to reach new audiences, we partnered with the Charles Town and Martinsburg Libraries to hold “pop-up camps” for four 
days this summer — two days each at Evitt’s Run Park and War Memorial Park. It was a great way for kids, new to PVAS, to get some 
hands-on experience with binoculars, worms, turtles, and more. 250 kids participated over the four days! 


Outdoor School, originally created in response to the pandemic in 2020, was so popular that it was continued at both Cool Spring and 
Yankauer Preserves. Homeschoolers spend one day a week with PVAS educators to explore and participate in STEAM activities (Science, 
Technology, Engineering, Art, Math). 


School programs continued to be virtual throughout 2021. A variety of topics were available to elementary grades, all funded by the 
Eastern WV Community Foundation, allowing 1250 students from 56 classrooms to participate in 2021. 


The watershed program for 4th graders also continued virtually in 2021. Fun, educational videos were created for students, then PVAS 
educators met with classrooms for instruction and activities via Zoom. Nearly all 4th graders from Jefferson, Berkeley and Morgan Counties 
participated in 2021. In September, PVAS hired Laurel Schwartz, our 2019-2020 AmeriCorps Volunteer, to join the team full-time to 
coordinate the watershed program due to its growth. 





PVAS and partners led a teacher training for 13 Jefferson County teachers this summer to help them facilitate Meaningful Watershed 
Educational Experience (MWEE) for their students as part of the watershed program. These MWEE'’s provide student-led, hands-on 
projects at schools to benetit their watershed. 





Summer Camp was back to relative normalcy, though we kept groups small at each site and required masks when children could not be 
spaced out. 


Monthly programs continue to provide educational lectures via Zoom. From Bald Eagles of the Potomac to Fascinating Fungi, these virtual 
programs reached about 300 people in 2021. 
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INVESTING 


PVAS finished well in the black this year thanks to several factors: the PPP Statement of Financial Position, 


loan was forgiven; spending was minimized; staff developed programs 


that generated revenue while maintaining safety; and funders’ and donors’ 


incredible generosity.
